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4» Radescu' b point of view on the formation of the Rumanian National CoioBittee, 
such as it was explained to King Nibai by Radeseu on 15 Februar 7 1943 at Lausanne, 
in the presence of General Petre-4arar and Mircea loanitlu, did not meet with the 
King's approTal as the King had heard earlier, on the same ds 7 , the Tievs expressed 
by Kieulesou Bu7.esti and Hifaail Fhreasana, representatives of the National 
Peasant and National Liberal Parties « The three men, however, accepted the arbi- 
tration of the King for establishing the steps which were to b^ taJcsn for the for- 
mation of the Committee* 

5* The obligations which were assumed during those audiences as well as during 
subsequent discussions between the King and the three men, were eluded and dis- 
torted by Radeseu to such an extent that neither the Xing nor his advisers Gen- 
eral Petre-Larar, Vergottl and Kircea loanitiu could uxy longer support Radeseu' s 
plans, as he desired to impose a committee of a certain composition by tjay means, 
avoiding the recommendations which had been made by the King* 

6. That situation led immediately to a campaign of defamation which was initiated 
and directed by Radeseu and his circle of close friends end advisers against the 
King's aides and especially against General Petre-&asar who was accused of "having 
been bought by the political parties" and of being "in Cretsianu's pay*" In 
October 1948 at Villegranehe, in Southern Ftance, idiere Radeseu had another 
audience with King Mihal, Radeseu offend General Petre-Lazar in the Sing's 
presence* On his return to Paris after that interview , Radeseu publicly stated 
that he "would do evesTthlng within his power to remove subject from the King' s 
household*" Since then, many accuaatlons were brought against subject (Petre- 
Lasar}* Naval Captain Arpad Gberghel| who is in very close contact with subject, 
repeated often to friends in Paris that "Radesou did not miss a single occasion 
in his attempt to discredit subject and resorted to the basest tricks*" 

?• * • The antl-oonarchic current and especially the defamation of General Petre- 
Lazar, whom part of the Rumanian emigration considers to be morally responsible for 
the failure of both General Rsdescu and of the Iron Guard (whose pressure on the 
King was repelled by Lazar) , were continually developed either under cover or 
overtly both by the Radeseu and by the Legionnaire groups* * * * • 
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
